“POPPY DAY” 

“Popy” Day will be held in Canada 
as well as in all the Allied contries 
on Armistice Day, November 11. The 
campoign in Alberta will be conduct¬ 
ed by the Provincial Command of the 
Alberta Great War Veterans’ Associa¬ 
tion, and the actual selling will be in 
the hands of the various locals 
throughtuo the province. 

In this connertion it is stated that 
there are a number of distrirts in Al¬ 
berta where the veterans are not or¬ 
ganized, and in surh instanres any 
any other organization willing 1 to con¬ 
duct the campaign there is requested 
to get in touch with R. Gallacher, the 
Provincial Secretary, 207—8 Oddfel 
lows Block, Calgary. It is hoped to 
have the province so organized that 
citizens in every district will have an 
oportunity to secure a poppy and 
wear it on Armistice Day. 

The flowers will be sold during the 
week preceding Armistice Day. The 
entire proceeds from the Fund raised 
among disabled returned men and 
their dependents in the province. 
Each citizen is urged to wear a poppy 
in honor of the men who fought so 
bravely during the Great War and 
“In memory of those who lie amid the 
crosses”. 


A memorial service was held in the 
Oddfellow Hall Chauvin last Sunday 
afternoon, under the auspices of the 
Chauvin G. W. V. A.,and the 19th Al¬ 
berta Dragoons. Capt McLeod and 
Rev. Father Huet officiating. 

The 19th Alberta Dragoons paraded 
atthe G.W.V.A. Hall and marched to 
the Oddfellow hall to the music of 
piper Jeff Swan. 

During the devotions Capt McLeod 
drew the attention of those assembl¬ 
ed to the wreath placed on the Roll 
of Honor and a silent tribute was 
paid by all to the memory of the fall¬ 
ien in the Great War. 

Rev. Father Huet in an eloqent ad 
dress said in part: — 

My dear Friends, 

Gladly answering the kind invitation 
of Major Strachan to attend this an¬ 
niversary service, presided over by 
Rev. Chaplin McLeod, in memory of 
our beloved dead soldiers, I comimend 
you to remember devotedly the for¬ 
ever unforgetable Armistice Day of 
the 11th of Nevember 1918. when the 
truce was signed in the forest of 
Campiegne in presence of the great 
Foch, thus putting an end to the 
bloodiest of all wars. 

Those who r shed their blood on the 
battlefield* ^ in Flanders, especially at 
Courcelette, Vimy, Mons. Verdun. 
Cambray and St. Quentin are entitled 
to our veneration and our pious re- j 
spect and you 4 presence here shows 
you did not fail to come and offer to 
all those brave heroes your tribute of 
gratitude and praise. 

Among those present, all who went' 
to the battlefront, know all the sacri¬ 
fice and hardships which those fallen 
heroes had to go through in order to 
save humanity from the co called 
German Kultur. 

In 1914, at the beginning of the 
barbarouse invasion when « — 

mans were advancing with long 
strides towards Paris and when they 
had already reached the gate of tehir 
goal at Chantilly, there came Joffre 
“Old Papa Joffre.” as he was called 
by soldiers who barred their way on 
the Marne and inflicted upon them a 
memorable defeat. 

But the final crushing victory, we 
owe it to Foch, who with the co-op¬ 
eration of Marshall Haig, put an end 


to the terrible war whose cruel re¬ 
membrance will never 'b^ effaced from 
our memory. 

I do not think it is necessary to 
remind you the brilliant and gallant 
exploits accomplished by our valorous 
Canadian soldiers, especially by our 
brave 22nd battalion. Those valiant 
men went to battle while singing and 
inflamed by the smell of the powder 
blood, they fought like lions, their of¬ 
ficers having the greatest difficulty 
to keep them under control. 

Well, if ever such a dreadful war 
should be started again—and we must 
pray not. to witness suh a thing— 
then you must imitate them, fight 
like them—Don’t be timorous but val¬ 
ient. 

Those pretty little poppies you all 
are wearing today, ladies and gentle¬ 
men. . they groW on the graves of 
our fallen soldier^ and they symbolise 
the pure red blood they shed so gen¬ 
erously on the battlefields to save hu¬ 
manity. Let us wear those popies, in 
respect for our fallen soldiers, those 
innoent victims of the Great War, the 
most ignominious one than ever was. 

Let us read and read algain the 
story of that disastrous war, so that 
its remembrace better impresses our 
memory, not to fade away during our 
ife and for a long, long time to come. 

Capt. McLeod in his address made 
reference to the fame which had come 
to Canada through her part in the 
Grea.t War. Her soldiers were not 
men of the barrack square but men 
who fought for the high ideals that 
Canadians hold so dearly.. Canadians 
have earned a reputation for sincerity 
of ideals, tenacity of purpose and ac¬ 
complishment. These qualities were 
eulogized by the speaker who impres¬ 
sed his hearers keenly with a vision of 
the higher ideals of Canadian life and 
liberty. He urged all present to take 
their part in community and national 
upbuilding.
